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Hospital wait 
times costing 
EPS thousands 


1,500 hours, 390 visits. 

Cops collaborating with 
hospitals on ways to 
keep police on the street 
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Edmonton police are spend¬ 
ing significant time waiting in 
area hospitals and it is costing 
the force financially and in 
manpower on the streets, ac¬ 
cording to numbers presented 
at the police commission 
Thursday night. 

From Aug. 2 to Nov. 2, offi¬ 
cers spent 1,500 hours and had 
390 visits to hospitals guarding 
while waiting for detainees, 
costing the police force about 
$100,678 or $1,100 a day. 

“That’s four police offi¬ 


cers that we could have extra 
in terms of the dollar value 
and those officers are tied up. 
They’re highly trained indi¬ 
viduals and they’re best used 
on the street, patrolling, look¬ 
ing for bad guys,” said Deputy 
Chief Brian Simpson, with EPS. 

Since the wait-time track¬ 
ing process over the three 
months was voluntaiy, offi¬ 
cials say these figures are the 
minimum amount of hours of¬ 
ficers spent at hospitals. 

“I personally was astound¬ 
ed by the magnitude of the 
situation,” said Joanne Gra¬ 
ham, director of the Business 
Intelligence Competency Cen¬ 
tre with EPS at the Edmonton 
Police Commission meeting 
Thursday. 

Officials say the biggest 
concern with the numbers is 
that 54 per cent of the hours 
and 63 per cent of the activ¬ 
ities dealt with the Mental 


Health Act. 

“Mental health is an issue 
we deal with all the time. We 
see that in other areas so once 
that number was pointed out 
to us, it wasn’t a surprise, just 
the actual volume of it — 63 
per cent—was,” said Simpson. 

The officer wait-time issue 
is a concern with police agen¬ 
cies across Canada and the 
United States, said Graham, 
with many having significant 
resource impacts due to offi¬ 
cers being held up in hospitals 
with detainees. 

Police are continuing dis¬ 
cussions with hospitals and 
looking at solutions for the of¬ 
ficer problem. 

“The whole goal of this is 
to have discussions and to look 
at options to get ourselves to 
a better place, to get our cli¬ 
ents to a better place and also 
service the community,” said 
Simpson.

criminal offense in the past 
year, but nine of the individ¬ 
uals have had an increase in 
the number of crimes they 
committed. 

The program — which was 
established to bridge the gap 
between youth services and 
police — was originally sup¬ 
posed to include 50 at-risk 
youth. Due to limited police 
resources, 25 were chosen 
based on a number of factors. 

Kitura said these youth are 
“extremely difficult” to work 
with, but given the right op¬ 


portunities, the program 
could make a difference in 
the lives of these troubled 
youth. 

“Police have a new oppor¬ 
tunity to set a new course to 
how youth are dealt with. We 
have a chance to strengthen 
the rope,” said Kitura.

ETS website to point out exact bus timings 



Riders on two Edmonton tran¬ 
sit routes will soon be able to 
find out exactly where their 
bus is and whether it is running 
late, early or on time. 

GPS technology has been 
on routes 111 and 128 since 
this summer and ETS has in¬ 
corporated the information 
into its dispatch system already. 
But now the technology will 
be available to transit users 
who will be able to see exactly 
where their bus is by looking at 
the website. 

“The big benefit is giving 
the user more control over 


their transit experience. People 
love auto travel because they 
are largely in control of their 
own experience,” said Loma 
Stewart, ETS’ Director of Tech¬ 
nology projects. 

Users can also check indi¬ 
vidual stops and see how long 
before their bus arrives. 

Stewart said the technology 
is also great for ETS, because it 
allows the service to see where 
problems are developing as 
they are happening. 

“We have a fleet approach¬ 
ing 1,000 vehicles, it is just 
way too big to deal with using

manual processes,” she said. 
City administration will

Metro in Calgary 

Premier Alison Redford re¬ 
vealed more details Thursday 
about the province’s plans for 
flood mitigation in southern 
Alberta, including a river diver¬ 
sion around the town of High 
River and two potential pro¬ 
jects to protect Calgaiy. 

Those include a diy dam up¬ 
stream on the Elbow River that 
Redford said could be used to 
store water and control the rate 
at which it flows into the city 
during peak periods, as well as 
a tunnel diversion for Calgaiy. 

There is no cost estimate 
for the dam project yet, Red¬ 


ford said, adding, “There’s still 
design work to be done. It will 
depend on what the ultimate 
engineering options are.” 

Calgaiy Mayor Naheed 
Nenshi welcomed both the 
dam and the tunnel proposals. 

Redford made the an¬ 
nouncement at the Alberta 
Urban Municipalities Associa¬ 
tion conference, and Edmon¬ 
ton city councillor Michael 
Oshry said he was disappoint¬ 
ed Redford didn’t talk about 
the broader issues facing the 
province’s cities. 

“I was underwhelmed. It 
was a veiy political speech, 
given the convention coming 
up, and she didn’t talk about 
a lot of things that I thought 
were important issues,” he said. 

Oshiy said he understands 
the importance of flood re¬ 
building, but doesn’t want the 
province to lose focus on the 
work all municipalities need. 

“I do have concerns that Ed¬ 
monton is maybe being forgot¬ 
ten about when it comes to the 
province.”

Edmonton Police Services 
are in the early stages of de¬ 
veloping a hijab prototype 
for female police officers. 

Although not yet ap¬ 
proved, the early police 
plans have looked at two 
prototypes for officers. The 
first design is a black hijab 
with tear-away snaps on 
both sides, with the second 
design featuring snaps run¬ 
ning along the neckline. 

“Based off our tactics 
training unit testing it out

Natasha Goudar, manager of 
equity diversity and human 
rights at EPS. 

The police headscarf 
isn’t ready for officer use at 
this time, with officials ex¬ 
plaining the need for further 
internal approval. An educa¬ 
tion strategy on the proto¬ 
type would also be needed, 
said Goudar. 

The hope is that with the 
necessary hijab for female 
officers as official police 
headwear, Muslim women

would look at policing as 
a career and more women 
could be added to the police 
force.

The end does not appear to 
be near for the city’s seasonal 
parking ban as crews prepare to 
make a third pass through city 
bus routes in less than a week. 

Environment Canada issued 
a heavy snowfall advisoiy for 
the city early Thursday and 
predicted a storm would dump 
between 10 to 20 centimetres 
on the city before Friday after¬ 
noon. 

On Thursday, the city’s

Scientists from around the 
world have made the first 
steps in unravelling a hun¬ 
dred-year-old mystery — the 
source of cosmic rays — and 
U of A researchers are among 
those to make the discovery. 

Using a particle detector 
at the South Pole, scientists 
have confirmed high-energy 
neutrinos (neutral particles) 
that originate from beyond 
our solar system. 

“This is huge — it could 
be the start of a new way 
to look at outer space and 
objects there,” said Darren 
Grant, assistant professor at 
the U of A and lead of the 
IceCube Collaboration effort

in Canada. “Until now, we 
could look at a star and see 
the surface. With neutrino 
astronomy, we can see what 
happens inside that star. 
That’s the difference. It‘s 
our next step in studying the 
universe.” 

U of A grad student Tania 
Wood is off to Antarctica to 
work on IceCube. “I’ll be 
working on data by myself. 
It’s really exciting,” she said.

Metro in Ottawa 

Tens of thousands of medical 
marijuana patients across the 
country are receiving a mass 
mailing from Health Canada 
exposing them as medicinal 
cannabis users, and many are 
now in panic mode. 

The letter, which Health 
Canada says was sent to 40,000 
people, comes in a white envel¬ 
ope, and has a return address 
with the words “Marihuana 
Medical Access Program” writ¬ 
ten across the top, followed 
by the patient’s name and ad¬ 
dress. Many say their privacy 


has been violated and fear their 
houses may be robbed and 
their home growing gardens 
targeted. 

“I’m outright panicked,” 
said Multiple Sclerosis patient 
Suzi Berardini, who also suffers 
from trigeminal neuralgia. She 


said the mailman who dropped 
the letter off “smirked” when 
he handed her the envelope. 
“It’s terrifying. So many levels 
of terrifying.” 

Laurie MacEachem, who 
represents medical marijuana 
patients as director of the Medi¬ 


cinal Cannabis Patients’ Alli¬ 
ance of Canada Inc., said she is 
“supremely” concerned about 
the information being released 
to the public. 

“One patient said she got 
her mail and the deliveiy 
man said, ‘I didn’t know you 
smoked,”’ said MacEachem. 

MacEachem said previous 
letters did not have the word 
“marijuana” on it. 

Almost a dozen other med¬ 
ical marijuana patients called 
Metro with similar concerns. 
Most weren’t willing to com¬ 
ment on the record for fear of 
being exposed even further. 

Health Canada Deputy 
Minister George Da Pont said 
the format of the mailing was 
the result of an “administra¬ 
tive error.” He said the letters 
outlining changes to the Mari¬ 
huana Medical Access Program, 
which take effect next spring, 
were sent to 40,000 patients. 

“This is not standard Health 
Canada practice,” he wrote in 
an email to Metro. 


Rattled Conservative and Lib¬ 
eral senators say they’re trying 
to come to terms with the RC- 
MP’s description of meddling 
by the Prime Minister’s Office 
in the upper chamber’s busi¬ 
ness. 

The 80-page court filing by 
the Mounties became required 
reading around the Senate this 
week. Emails back and forth 
suggest Stephen Harper’s staff 
and his top senators helped 
to manipulate a Senate com¬ 
mittee and its report into for¬ 
mer colleague Mike Duffy’s 
contested living expenses. The 
group also tried to quash an 
independent audit commis¬ 
sioned by the Senate. 

“I am a strong believer in 
the independence of the insti¬ 
tution and I think it’s some¬ 
thing we’re all going to have to 
reflect upon in terms of going 
forward and how that relation¬ 
ship (with elected officials) 
should be structured,” Con¬ 
servative Sen. Bob Runciman 
said Thursday. 

Liberal senators are also 
reading the documents with 


interest, and considering if 
anything should be done on 
the floor of the Senate. 

“I’ve read the documents. 
I find parts of them veiy dis¬ 
turbing indeed, but beyond 
that I don’t really want to com¬ 
ment,” said deputy Liberal Sen¬ 
ate leader Joan Fraser. 

“It’s going to take a little 
while to work through all of 
this and figure out what the 
ultimate implications are.” 

Harper, who was in Lac- 
Megantic, Que., on Thursday, 
said, “I’ve said many times that 
I told Mr. Duffy very clearly 
that I expected him to pay his 
own inappropriate expenses. 
That’s what Mr. (Nigel) Wright 
said, that’s what Mr. Duffy said 
publicly. When I learned the 
contrary in May, I took the ne- 
cessaiy action.” 

NDP Leader Thomas Mul- 
cair mocked the response. 

“In that case, there is really 
only one question: Since when 
does the prime minister of 
Canada have to approve a sen¬ 
ator repaying his own expens¬ 
es?” THE CANADIAN PRESS

Two suspects 
arrested, three 
victims rescued. 

London police say 
domestic slavery 
possible motivation 


Three women have been 
freed after spending 30 years 
held captive in a home in 
south London, England, in¬ 
cluding one woman believed 
to have spent her entire life 
in domestic slavery, police an¬ 
nounced Thursday. 

London’s Metropolitan Po¬ 
lice spoke about the rescues 
after two people — a man and 
a woman, both 67 — were ar¬ 
rested early Thursday on sus¬ 
picion of forced labour and 
domestic servitude. 

The arrests were part 
of a slavery investigation 
launched after one of the cap¬ 
tives contacted a charity in 
October.

Those freed on Oct. 25 
are a 69-year-old Malaysian 
woman, a 57-year-old Irish 
woman and a 30-year-old Brit¬ 
ish woman, police said. 

Police would not speculate 
on any possible motivation, 
name the suspects’ national¬ 


ities or say if any of the sus¬ 
pects were a couple. 

The revelations raised 
numerous questions — all 
still unanswered — about the 
women’s ordeal. 

The women — whose 
names have not been re¬ 
leased — are now safe at an 
undisclosed location in Brit¬ 
ain and have been working 
with severe trauma experts 
since their rescue, said Kevin 
Hyland, head of the Metropol¬ 
itan Police’s human traffick¬ 
ing unit. 

Hyland said while the 
women had some “controlled 
freedom,” police were still 
working to establish what 
sort of conditions they lived 
under for the past 30 years. 

He said his unit, which 
deals with many cases of ser¬ 
vitude and forced labour, had 
seen previous cases of people 
held for up to ten years. 

“But we’ve never seen any¬ 
thing of this magnitude be¬ 
fore,” he said.

Crowdfunding. Young

A 19-year-old entrepreneur 
from Montreal is taking on 
tech juggernauts Samsung and 
Sony by tiying to launch his 
own smart watch.

Events planned to mark 
assassination of JFK 


Half a century later. 

The 35th U.S. president 
was fatally shot while 
travelling by motorcade 
in Dallas, Texas, on 
Friday, Nov. 22,1963 


The 50th anniversaiy of the as¬ 
sassination of President John 
F. Kennedy will be marked by 
solemn events in multiple U.S. 
cities on Friday. 

In Dallas, where Kennedy 
was shot while riding through 
the city on Nov. 22, 1963, a 
ceremony will include brief 
remarks by the mayor and the 
tolling of church bells. 

In Boston, the JFK Libraiy 
and Museum will open an ex¬ 


hibit of never-before-displayed 
items from Kennedy’s state fu¬ 
neral and host a musical trib¬ 
ute that will be closed to the 
public. 

And in Washington, 
President Barack Obama will 
meet privately at the White 
House with leaders and volun¬ 
teers from the Kennedy-estab¬ 
lished Peace Corps program. 

About 5,000 tickets were 
issued for the ceremony in 
Dallas’ Dealey Plaza, which is 
flanked by the Texas School 
Book Depositoiy building 
where sniper Lee Harvey Os¬ 
wald was perched in 1963. 

Other events include a 
ceremony at Parkland Memor¬ 
ial Hospital, where Kennedy 
was declared dead, to lower 
the U.S. flag to half-staff.

The Canadian facility is 
helping with surgeiy, medi¬ 
cine, maternal and child care 
and outpatient services. 

Canadian Red Cross CEO 


Conrad Sauve says the hospi¬ 
tal expects to handle 10 to 15 
natural births and five or six 
Caesareans eveiy day, as well 
as up to 300 outpatients. 

“Our teams on the ground 
have been working around 
the clock to get the hospi¬ 
tal going,” said Sauve. “Now 
that this hospital is in place, 
we will be able to cover the 
health needs of a population 
of more than 100,000 people.” 

The facility opened as Can¬ 
adian military aid efforts con¬ 
tinue on the island of Panay, 
farther to the west. 


Canadian Griffon heli¬ 
copters have made their first 
forays to bring aid to isolated 
communities and outlying 
islands. 

Two water purification 
units, each of which can pro¬ 
duce up to 50,000 litres of 
drinking water eveiy day, are 
in operation. 

Three more of the units are 
expected to be in place in a 
few days. 

About 300 Canadian per¬ 
sonnel are operating from a 
base in the city of Roxas.

Privacy. LG smart TV 
collecting viewing habits 
without consent: Blogger 


LG Electronics Inc. said it is in¬ 
vestigating a claim that some 
of its smart TVs send informa¬ 
tion on home viewing habits 
back to the company without 
consent. 

The investigation comes 
after Jason Huntley, a 45-year- 
old IT consultant in Britain, 
detailed in his blog how his LG 
smart TV logged the channels 
he was watching and sent the 
data to LG. 

He said the company con¬ 
tinued to collect which channel 
he was watching even after he 
disabled the information collec¬ 
tion feature. 


“The (LG) server acknow¬ 
ledges the successful receipt of 
this information back to the 
TV,” he said in an email. The in¬ 
formation appeared to be sent 
to LG unencrypted, he said. 

Also collected were the 
names of files saved in an ex¬ 
ternal USB hard drive plugged 
into the TV as well as the TV’s 
unique identification informa¬ 
tion. 

The world’s second-largest 
TV maker said Thursday that 
customer privacy is its top pri¬ 
ority and takes the issue veiy 
seriously.

Richard: Mark, I’m glad I saw 
the first Hunger Games mov¬ 
ie because I’m not sure if I 
would have a clue as to what 
was going on if I didn’t have 
that background. I may have 
been taken in by the beauti¬ 
ful art direction, or Jennifer 
Lawrence’s intense perform¬ 
ance, but I don’t think I 
would have been able to con¬ 
nect all the dots. Plot points 
become more obvious in the 
second hour, but for non- 


Hungerites it might be con¬ 
fusing. What did you think? 

Mark: I don’t think anyone 
who didn’t see the first one 
would even be interested 
in seeing the second instal¬ 
ment. So the question be¬ 
comes: how do they com¬ 
pare? And surprisingly, I 
kind of prefer the sequel. 
The issues of state control, of 
media manipulation, and of 
income disparity are sharper 
and less cartoonish here. But 
more important, the second¬ 
ary characters are more in¬ 
teresting and better drawn. 
Some of the contestants 
are intriguing, like Jeffrey 
Wright’s techno-nerd, and 
his partner Amanda Plum¬ 
mer, doing her nutso thing. 
I even liked Elizabeth Banks 
and Stanley Tucci this time 


around — the characters 
seemed more grounded in 
the story. 

RC: I do think this is a bet¬ 
ter movie than the first in¬ 
stalment. It is set decorated 
and costumed to within an 
inch of its life, but none¬ 
theless has a gritty edge. It 
doesn’t feel like a budget big 
franchise movie and that’s a 
good thing. Visually as well 
as thematically it has more 
edge than any of the recent 
Marvel movies. And it skirts 
around the thing that upset 
many people about the first 
movie — the idea of kids kill¬ 
ing kids — by setting the ac¬ 
tion between former victors 
ranging in age from in their 
20s to in their 70s. 

MB: You know what else it 


skirts around? The killings 
themselves, many of which 
happen off-screen, to pro¬ 
tect the delicate psyches of 
our tweener population. But 
that’s OK; this isn’t really 
a film about body count. 
The only thing that left me 
queasy was the cliffhanger 
ending, with a plot twist that 
will seem arbitrary until we 
catch the next instalment. 

RC: The cliffhanger ending 
is a bit of a shock after the 
almost two-and-a-half hour 
running time, but I felt as 
though enough had hap¬ 
pened to keep me interested 
for the next one. 

MB: And I think the next one 
may show Woody Harrelson 
to be the trilogy’s most valu¬ 
able player.

Walt Disney. Looking back at a 90-year 
legacy for inspiration for the future 


An “eveiything old is new 
again” theme emerges when 
looking at the slate of upcom¬ 
ing Disney films. 

A titan in Hollywood and 
one of the largest media con¬ 
glomerates in the world, the 
Mouse House is looking back 
at their rich history in a veiy 
interesting way. For instance, 
Get a Horse, the dazzling new 
short that plays before Frozen 
in theatres, is the first original 
Mickey Mouse theatrical car¬ 
toon in almost two decades. 

But more than simply being 
a reintroduction to a beloved 
character, it’s also a deft mar¬ 
riage of old and new techniques 
that features, through some 
technical wizardiy, the first 
vocal performance from Walt 
Disney since the 1960s. 

In the live action roster 
there’s the Oscar hopeful Sav¬ 
ing Mr. Banks, the stoiy of the 


making of the classic Maiy Pop- 
pins, and Tomorrowland, an 
epic sci-fi saga that was alleged¬ 
ly inspired by the contents of 
a mysterious box found in the 
Disney archives. 

The 90-year-old company 
has one eye on the past and the 
other veiy much on the future. 

“We like to think of our leg¬ 
acy as a springboard to the fu¬ 
ture and not something that an¬ 
chors us so you can’t move your 
feet,” says Walt Disney Anima¬ 
tion Studios general manager 
and executive vice-president 
Andrew Millstein. 

“There is a great wealth of 
characters and visual material, 
but in its day the best of Disney 
was innovative and moved with 
audiences. We should do the 
same.” 

So what should audiences 
anticipate from Disney in the 
next few years? Millstein says 


audiences should, “expect the 
unexpected.” 

“We have to be fiercely 
original. We have to give audi¬ 
ences things they haven’t seen 
before. We want to surprise 
audiences. We want our stories 
to be compelling, the worlds to 
be great, the technology and 
the visuals to be stunning. If we 
do our jobs well, that is what’s 
going to happen.” 

Millstein knows what he’s 
talking about. He’s been with 
Disney since 1997, when he 
started there as a production 
executive in the studio’s mo¬ 
tion pictures group. “It makes 
me feel veiy proud that I am 
part of a company that is cre¬ 
ating content and films that 
you know are going to live 
for a long, long time,” he says. 
“We’re part of the Zeitgeist of 
modem histoiy.”

Coogan on ratings 
and writing the truth 


Philomena. Actor talks

Steve Coogan has been 
enjoying near-universal 
positive reception for Philo¬ 
mena, the true-life tale he 
co-wrote, produced and 
stars in with Judi Dench 
about a woman trying to 
track down the baby a 
group of nuns forced her to 
give up as a teen. But that 
adulation train hit a snag in 
the U.S., where the film was 
initially given an R-rating 
by the MPAA for two instan¬ 
ces of the F-word. We spoke 
with Coogan just hours 
after that decision was re¬ 
versed. 

Congratulations on your 
MPAA victory. 

They reversed their deci¬ 
sion after we appealed, and 
I was there as a producer 
of the film putting the 
case for reappraising the 
rating. It was myself and 
Bert Fields — he’s one of 
the hotshot Hollywood 
lawyers. ... They listened 
to our arguments and we 
convinced a two-thirds 
majority, which is what’s 
required amongst the panel 


of people who can chal¬ 
lenge the original rating. 

Has your opinion of jour¬ 
nalists changed at all after 
playing one in this? 

My opinion of journalists 
was never bad. That’s a 
myth put about by some 
journalists trying to under¬ 
mine me, and it’s kind of a 
part of a campaign by cer¬ 
tain journalists who have 
an agenda to be reductive 
about the whole thing and 
make it that I don’t. When 
actually in fact I love jour¬ 
nalists. I admire journalists 
who plow through a lot of 
crap to get to the truth. But 
there are some journalists 
who are not really inter¬ 
ested in the truth. They’re 
just interested in shifting 
units and getting a pat 
on the back from their 
editors who just want to 
sell units to satisfy propri¬ 
etors who want to satisfy 
shareholders, and it’s not 
really anything to do with 
getting to the truth. Those 
are the people that I’ve got 
an issue with. People who 
have no ethics, basically. 

So, cynics? 

I think a lot of people end 
up being cynical, whereas 
in their heart they don’t 
want to be cynical but they 
just wind up being cynical 
because they’ve been doing 
it so long and they’re kind 
of battle-weary, I sup¬ 


pose. So I wanted Martin 
to have a humanity about 
him and have his cynicism 
challenged by this very 
ordinary — in some ways 
extraordinary but in other 
ways quite ordinary — old 
lady. 

I was curious, at this point 
in your career, how often 
do people ask you to do 
impressions and how an¬ 
noying do you find that? 
People actually stopped 
asking me about it for 
years because I stopped 
doing them about 20 years 
ago because I didn’t like 
doing them. I started out 
doing stand-up comedy, 
where I did lots of im¬ 
personations, 25 years ago. 
But then I moved away 
from it and then it became 
that people didn’t know 
I did them. Then I’d start 
saying, “Hey, I can do some 
impersonations...” It be¬ 
came a party trick. I much 
prefer it as a party trick 
rather than as a career. I 
mean, I know Kevin Spacey 
does lots of impersona¬ 
tions but people don’t 
think, “Oh, Kevin Spacey, 
the famous impressionist.” 
(laughs) 

He does a great Jack Lem¬ 
mon. 

You know what? I don’t 
do a bad Jack Lemmon. I’ll 
have to hear his and try 
mine.

“We’re huge Disney fans 
and I grew up with Disney,” says 
Lee.

That is some¬ 
thing we both love more than 
anything because that, to me, is 
what makes them timeless and 
resonate. You feel the character 
and you feel the stakes. You 
relate to them. I think Disney 
does that better than anyone.”

challenges in making Frozen 
was creating a movie for not 
“just the Disney family but also 
for the general audience, for 
eveiyone of all ages.

“To the audi¬ 
ence who comes in expecting a 
Disney movie and giving them 
the best of that. What does that 
mean to them? It’s humour and 
emotion and beauty and all of 
that. For me, that’s the pres¬ 
sure. 

“I was speaking to a live ac¬ 
tion director who does more 
movies in the PG-13 and R-rated 
realm and he said, ‘What you 
guys do is the hardest thing in 
the world because you tiy and 
reach eveiyone.’”

Q&A. Two of the 
band’s surviving 
members Mick Jones 
and Paul Simonon 
talk about Strummer, 
the what ifs 


Ah, the boom box. The portable 
stereo brings back memories of 
a specific time in music, when 
some of the sounds blaring 
from the speakers included the 
stew of punk rock, reggae and 
early hip-hop cooked up by the 
Clash. 

Bass player Paul Simonon 
designed the group’s new box 
set to look like a boom box. Lift 
up the cover and you’ll find the 
complete recorded output of 
the classic Clash lineup — the 
late Joe Strummer, Mick Jones, 
Simonon and Topper Headon 
— with outtalces, videos, fan¬ 
zines, stickers, a poster and 
more. The survivors worked a 
few years to get back control of 
their music, remaster it and re¬ 
store the original artwork. 

The Clash were leaders of 
London’s punk rock class of 
1977, made one of rock’s most 
enduring albums in London 
Calling and soaked up the 
sounds of the street in hits like 
Train in Vain and Rock the Cas- 
bah. Jones and Headon were 
fired in 1982 and although 
replacements were added and 


another album, Cut the Crap, 
released in 1985, that final 
chapter is ignored in the Sound 
System box. 

The balding Jones now 
looks like a kindly British pro¬ 
fessor as he sits down to talk 
about the project. Simonon, 
who always looked better 
than he played, is impeccably 
tailored. 

They confide a few myth- 
puncturing details in an inter¬ 
view with The Associated Press 
earlier this fall: “The Only Band 
That Matters” declaration was 
record company hype that they 
detested, and the band poked 
fun at their political crusader 
image in the song Know Your 
Rights — only people took 
them too seriously to notice. 

Before the Clash, Jones 
went to art school, not to 
learn how to draw, but to meet 
other musicians. He took a 
grant given to buy art supplies 
and bought an amp instead. 
It proved to be a good invest¬ 
ment. 

Were the Clash destined to 
burn bright and burn out fast? 

Simonon: We didn’t know 
it at the time, but I guess so. 
When we first started, I was 
surprised that we got through 
the end of the week, really. 
Jones: Nothing was guaran¬ 
teed. I knew that we worked 
really hard, nearly every day. 

Is it a regret that you ended 


when you did? 

Simonon: We were starting to 
lose track with Earth because 
fame and success brings you 
many things that you’re not 
really prepared for or know 
how to deal with as a human 
being. When it does happen, 
it’s very easy to get swallowed 
up and be taken along with 
it and become a casualty or 
lose touch with reality. The 
fact that we fell apart when 
we did, sacking everybody, 
in some ways stopped those 
potential problems. 

Did you make your peace with 
Joe Strummer before he died 
(in 2002)? 

Jones: It was well before he 
died. It was just a few months 
after I left the group that we 
became friends again. 
Simonon: We appeared 
in Mick’s BAD. video for 
Medicine Show, just to show 
outwardly that we were 
friends again. 

If he had lived, do you think 
the Clash would have gotten 
back together? 


Jones: We had opportunities. 
That’s it, really. It didn’t hap¬ 
pen. It never seemed right. 

Why? 

Jones: We didn’t want to do it. 
Simonon: It’s a better stoiy 
at the end of the day that we 
didn’t get back together. We 
saved all that time and effort 
by not reforming. It seems 
like we would have squan¬ 
dered what we’d achieved by 
reforming. Why do people 
get together? Why do bands re¬ 
form? Oh, they’re good mates. 
Well, that’s nice. It’s usually 
because of a financial situation 
that has to be adhered to. 
Basically, everyone’s broke. 
Jones: Our band is an idea as 
well. It kind of said, “You can 
do this.” We can say all this 
now in retrospect and sort of 
understand it. When we did it, 
we just did it instinctively with 
no thought of future signifi¬ 
cance. 

Does the world need a band 
like the Clash today? 

Jones: There’s not much going 
on, is there? the associated press

When Charlottetown 

power-pop outfit Two Hours 
Traffic recently announced 
their imminent breakup 
and farewell tour, the mem¬ 
bers pledged in a statement 
that the split had nothing 
to do with internal dysfunc¬ 
tion or creative malaise. 

Which left fans wonder¬ 
ing why, exactly, they were 
breaking up then, with the 
two most obvious reasons 
ruled out? Well, frontman 
Liam Corcoran says that 
despite a decade-plus ca¬ 
reer that has yielded some 
success — a Polaris Prize 
nomination, a devoted fol¬ 
lowing and a horde of East 
Coast Music Award nomina¬ 
tions, including one win — 
the band’s four members 
still couldn’t support them¬ 
selves financially through 
music. 

“We had been struggling 
for a while to make a liv¬ 
ing doing this,” Corcoran 
said recently in a telephone 
interview. “We’d had the 
conversation a lot in the last 
two years of how long can 
we keep this going without 
really making a living and 
coming home, working for 
$10 an hour? 

“Despite the successes 
we had, it still isn’t some¬ 
thing we can rely on to pay 
the bills,” he continued. “So 
we’re still coming home 
and scrambling to get every¬ 
thing else done. There’s a 
lot of honour in that but 
after 12 years we decided 
we’d done what we could 
and it was time to move 
on.” 

Indeed, Corcoran and 
guitarist Andrew MacDon¬ 
ald worked at a local cloth¬ 
ing store when they were 
off tour. Eventually, drum¬ 
mer Derek Ellis decided 


that he wanted to pursue a 
master’s degree at Western 
University in London, Ont. 

To continue would have 
likely meant replacing him, 
which — after the 2011 de¬ 
parture of founding guitar¬ 
ist Alec O’Hanley — would 
have left Two Hours Traf¬ 
fic with only two original 
members. 

“We started to feel it 
wasn’t the band it used to 
be and if we continued to 
play under the name Two 
Hours Traffic, it’d be kind 
of dishonest,” Corcoran ex¬ 
plained. Looking back, Cor¬ 
coran is intensely proud of 
the band’s output. 

After 2005’s self-titled 
debut earned some atten¬ 
tion, 2007’s Little Jabs 
brought Two Hours Traffic 
perhaps their greatest suc¬ 
cess. The Polaris-nominated 
disc further established the 
band’s gift for hoolc-laden 
power pop, merging the 
legacy of such acclaimed 
tunesmiths as Marshall 
Crenshaw and Nick Lowe 
with the modern, lean pro¬ 
duction redolent of the first 
Strokes album. 

That gift for melody 
never left, not on the slight¬ 
ly moodier 2009 disc Ter¬ 
ritory or what will likely 
stand as the group’s swan 
song, 2012’s Foolish Blood, 
a record that found the 
group exploring more spa¬ 
cious production and a 
wider palette of sounds. In 
Corcoran’s opinion, it’s the 
band’s best work. 

His next priority is the 
band’s farewell tour, which 
will begin Dec. 12 at To¬ 
ronto’s Lee’s Palace and ul¬ 
timately finish with a pair 
of shows in Charlottetown 
Dec. 21 and 22.

Fans of Australia’s We Can Be 
Heroes and Summer Heights 
High are on the edge of their 
seats anticipating the return 
of TV’s queen bee, Ja’mie 
King. The ultimate mean girl 
is now the star of her own 
Kardashian-style reality series 
in Ja’mie King: Private School 
Girl. To learn more about the 
new show, airing Sundays on 
HBO, we spoke with comed¬ 
ian Chris Lilley, who created 
and plays Ja’mie King. 

Ja’mie’s from We Can Be 
Heroes and Summer Heights 
High, but can you tell us 
what the new series has in 
store? 

So Ja’mie’s always been a 
private school girl, and in 
Summer Heights High (a 
moclcumentaiy series about 
public high school life) she 
did a term away — but in 
this one, it’s just back to her. 
It’s her last three months 
of school. She’s the school 
captain, she’s on top of the 
world and bossier than ever. 
It’s sort of put together like a 
reality show, like she is Kim 
Kardashian or something. 
She’s got her own show this 
time, and it’s all about her 
school life and family life. 
And so it sets up in the first 
episode that it’s about her 
downfall. It’s narrated by 
Ja’mie and it’s all teenage 
drama and friends issues and 
boy issues and all of the sort 
of things that happen in the

last few months of school. 
And, yeah, it’s the first time 
I’ve done a show that is only 
about one character, so it’s a 
chance to really get stuck in 
that world. 

If she’s on the top of the 
world right now, does that 
mean she learned noth¬ 
ing from her visit to public 
school? 

Yeah, she never learns 
anything, she’s just all about 
herself (laughs). You kinda 
get the impression at the end 
of Summer Heights High that 
it’s done nothing, she’s still 
glad she is a private school 
girl. 

Why do you think she’s your 
most popular character? 

I don’t think she — I don’t 
know if she is. When I go 
around in public, I have lots 
of people come up and rec¬ 
ognize me from the shows, 
and I play lots of characters 
and probably Jonah (from 
Summer Heights High) and 
Nathan from Angiy Boys 
are the ones that people 
would call out, they’re more 
recognizable. I know a lot of 
people really like Ja’mie — 
but for a lot of people, she 
drives them crazy. I don’t 
know; I don’t analyze it 
much, I just do it. 

So why is she the subject of 
your first solo show? Is she 
your favourite? 

I really like her. It’s hard, be¬ 
cause they are all my favour¬ 
ites. I wanted to do a show 
about one character, and so 
it was more like she fit into 
that idea because she’s been 
in two other shows. And I’d 
sort of already set up all of 
these things about her world. 
I don’t know. I just decided it 
would be fun to focus on her. 
I wasn’t looking at any stats 
or anything, it was just a fun 
world. I like to write about all

of them, but I was having a 
moment where I just wanted 
to write about her. 

What does it mean for you 
that HBO is airing Ja’mie 
King in North America al¬ 
most at the same time as it 
airs in Australia? Usually we 
get it much later. 

It’s really good that they’re 
doing that because there is 
always a six-month delay, and 
these days it’s one world with 
all the technology so, yeah, 
it was always a disappoint¬ 
ment that six months later 
American people got to see 
the show. Now it’s only about 
three weeks after Australia, 
and it’s really great. And they 
are giving it a great time slot 
on Sunday nights and HBO is 
really excited about this one. 

Does it also help reduce 
online piracy? 

Yeah, hopefully. I think I’m 
supposed to care about that, 
but I just can’t. When you 
make a show you just want 
people to see it. You want 
people to be affected by it 
and to love it and experience 
it. I don’t mind that much, 
as long as people see it and 
spread the word. (Pause) I 
shouldn’t be promoting pirat¬ 
ing (laughs). I would probably 


be rich if pirating didn’t 
exist, but, yeah, as long as 
people see it. 

Do you have to tweak the 
humour of the show to 
appeal to an international 
audience? 

No, I learned that pretty early 
on. HBO was really excited 
about (We Can Be Heroes) 
and invited me over and said, 
‘We love what you’re doing, 
can you do an American ver¬ 
sion? Can you come over and 
do an American accent?’ And 
then I was like, ‘Wouldn’t 
that just take away from 
what it’s all about? I think 
what you love about it is that 
it’s Australian.’ And then they 
kind of agreed with me and 
said, ‘We’re gonna buy the 
next show that you do.’ So 
they bought Summer Heights 
High and they aired that — 
and that had a huge response 
for them. So I think we both 
realized that it’s making the 
show here, and not trying 
to impress people or trying 
to second-guess what people 


like, and just being true to 
what I like, is what’s really 
working. The new show 
definitely doesn’t try to be 


American or anything. Ob¬ 
viously you’re making it for 
the audience, but the audi¬ 
ence is pretty universal.
